McMillan quoted from the rule touch- 
ing motions to suspend the rules, when 
it requires that the motion shall be 
submitted to and be seconded by a 
majority, by’ tellers if demanded. 


The Speaker responded that a ma-

The 
latter report, he declared, had been 
drafted by Senator Davis of Minnesota, 
and he explained that the reason why 
the bills were reported back adversely 
was that the committee finally suc- 
ceeded, to its own satisfaction, in con- 
solidating those biils into one. This 
bill now presented contained the terms 
of adjustment with both the Union 
Pacific and Central Pacific companies. 
The reports had been unanimously 
adopted by the committee. The bill, 
so far as the Union Pacific was con- 
cerned, had also ween unanimously 
reported. 

At the conclusion of Frye’s state- 
ment the bill was placed on the calen- 
dar, and Blair then resumed his speech 
on the educational bill.

East Rocnester (N. H.), Feb. 16. —| 
The supposed murder of Hiram Saw- | 
telle of Roxbury, Mass., is one of the | 
most interesting criminal cases in the | 
history of New England. Last De- | 
cember Isaac Sawtelle was pardoned 
for criminal assault. Since then he | 
has boarded with his brother Hiram in | 
Roxbury, Mass,, where the latter kept | 
a fruit store. The Sawtelle property | 
was worth from $15,000 to $20,000, and 
Isaac deceived his mother and induced 
her to transfer it to him. 
Hiram, however, put’ an injunction 
on it, so Isaac couldn’t sell it, This 
caused hard feeling, and it is now be- | 
lieved that Isaac plotted to remove his ) 
brother and his entire family, consist- | 
ing of his wife and three children. 
Last Saturday Isaac took a 
laughter aged 8 years to Rochester. 
While there he gave her medicine, it | 
is believed, with the intention of kill | 
ing her, but only succeeded in making | 
her sick. He telegraphed Hiram that | 
the little girl had the grip, and for | 
him to come immediately. This was | 
February 4th. Next morning another |

Finally Hiram left for Rochester on 
February 5th, and was never again | 
seen aliye by his friends. Neat day 
Isaac and the little girl arrived home, 
and the former denied having seen 
Hiram at all. The following Sunday 
he disappeared, and Monday the police 
began an investigation. 

The detectives discovered traces of | 
suspicious action on the part of Isaac. 
He hired a team at a Rochester livery 
stable, met a man at the depot (un- 
doubtedly Hiram) with whom he drove 
away. Late in the afternvon he re- 
turned, bought a pickax and spade, 
and drove away again, not returning 
until late at night. 

He then went to Portland and regis- 
tered at a hotel under a fictitious 
name. Yesterday officers traced him 
down and arrested him. This morn- 
ing his clothing was carefully exam- 
ined and blood stains were discovered 
on his shirt and trousers, showing evi- 
derce of having been washed. The 
searching parties of 400 men scoured 
the woods to-day, found a shoe believed 
to have been worn by Hiram, a blood- | 
stained handkerchief anda piece of his | 
coat. Soon after a poorly made grave! 
was discovered and the body found | 
minus both arms and the head. Near 
by was found a paper which had been 
wrapped around the ax ‘Ras by 
Isaac. 

The case appears to be a clear one 
against him, and he is suppoged to have 
a confederate, who is believed to be 
Charles Blood, who was in prison with 
him. 

Sawtelle spent several years of his 
life, between 1867 and 1878, on the 
Pacific coast, chiefly in California, | 
practicing dentistry at odd times, but 
doing anything he could get to do. 
‘‘Although it is not known that he 
was ever imprisoned there, the likeli- 
hood is that a man so vicious by na- 
ture must have been in many hard 
scrapes,’’ remarked a former resident 
of Boston, now of New York, who 
knew Sawtelle well, having been 
reared with him. Sawtelle went often 
in Massachusetts under the name of 
James Eliot, and that may have been 
the name he assumed in California.

AZeEtTT£ does rot intentionally misrepre- 
sent it, the Silver State desires to disabuse 
the mind of the Gazerrs of its erroneous 
impression. The Silver State did not in- 
dorse the anti-silver views of President 
Cleveiand or attempt to justify them, as 
it can vrove by exfracts from its columns 
at the time, and editor, who was a del- 
egate to the Democratic Stute Convention 
held at Elko when Mr. Cleveland — 
President, was instrumental in causin 
= to be put in the aye that t 

mocrats of Nevada did no approve the 
anti-silver views of the ae istration. 
lt is true the Silver State advoca the 
election of Cleveland, because it could 
not hope for any legislation favorabie to 
silver from a Republican Administration, 
and the course of political parties on 
financial questions since 1873 had con- 
vinced it that the only hope of remonetiz- 
ing silver was in Dem >cratic success. 


A careful consideration of the 
Silver State’s political course in 
1888 will show that its persistant 
attacks on Congressman Bartine 
for his vote for Reed for Speaker 
is about as inconsistant a thing as 
was ever done by even a Demo- 
cratic paper. According to the 
above extract, the editor of the 
above paper as a delegate to the 
Elko Convention was instrumental 
in having a resolution passed ex- 
pressing disapproval by that body 
of the Wall street views of the 
Cleveiand Administration, and as 
Mr. Bartine, after haying opposed 
Reed in caucus, subsequently voted 
for him as against a Democrat, so 
did the Silver State’s editor give 
Mr. Cleveland a most cordial sup- 
port for a second term.

What a commentary on farming 
in Nevada the above statement is! 
Why the farmers of Mason Valley 
are obliged to spend the money 
they have made in other branches 
of agricultural pursuits for 
“chicken feed and potatoes” isa 
question which answers itself— 
simply because they do not pay at- 
tention enough to the details of 
their business. They will raise 
hay and put it in the stack and let 
it rot before they will till the soil 
and make it yield a commodity 
that would bring in cash. One 
hundred acres put into peas would 
fatten a large number of hogs that 
if worked up into hams and bacon 
would sell readily for a good price.

A recent New York dispatch says: 
David Dudley Field and a few other 
rich lawyers are back of a movement 
to make admission to the bar much 
more difficult than it is now. The 
movement, it is thought, will become 
popular, as all the members of the bar 
desiring to avoid competition as much 
as possible approve it, and ail who 
have experience as litigants with 
Courts and lawyers are ready to give 
it their cordial indorsement.

to make the examinations of 
candidates more thorough and to put 
other obstacles in the way of their am- 
bition. 

Now a hod carrier can attend a law 
school one or two winters, pass an ex~ 
amination and become a fullfledged 
attorney. This city is overcrowded 
with lawyers. A few of them are rich, 
others are in comfortable circumstan- 
ces, but the greater majority are des- 
titute and not a few of them occasion- 
ally suffer the pangs of hunger.

SIX NEW STEAMSHIPS, 


Which Are to Hurry the Present 
Ocean Greyhounds. 

There are now six fast steamers 
building which will press the City of 
Paris, of the Inman line, very hard in 
keeping her position as the champion 
racer of the ocean. The Hamburg 
American line, whose twin propeller, 
the Columbia, made a new record of 
6 days 18 hours 10 minutes to South- 
hampton on November 14th, will have 
a magnificent new twin screw ship 
running in May next. She is to be 
called the Normania, and is now build- 


ing at the yard of Messrs. John Elder 
& Co., the constructors of the Etruria 
and Umbria. 

The Normania is a little smaller than 
the City of Paris, being 520 feet long, 
with 59 feet beam, and 38 feet depth 
of hold. She will have 16,000 indi- 
cated horse-power. She will be 
launched in March next. 

The ]-eel of her sister ship is being 
laid by the Vulcan Shipbuilding Com- 
pany, Stettin. This vessel will not be 
ready to run until the spring of 1892. 
She will be called the Venetia. The 
French line has also a big twin-screw 
ship on the stocks, which will prob- 
ably be running nextsummer. She is 
called the Touraine, and is to be sev- 
eral thousand tons larger than any of 
the fine single-screw ships of the 
French line, which hold the record be- 
tween New York and Havre. 

The White Star steamship Majestic, 
a sister ship to the Teutonic, will be 
ready to do battle with the City of 
Paris next spring. The Cunard line 
will also put two twin screw boats in 
the field to win back the lost laurels 
of the Etruria. Their names have not 
been selected. They will be powerful 
ships, and will take the place of the 
Servia and the Aurania; which will do 
duty between Liverpool and Boston.

INCOME OF BUYERS. 


Subordinate Employes Who Make More 
Money Than Managers. ° 

“Tt will probably surprise most peo- 

le,” said one of the partners in a dry- 

oods firm the other day, ‘‘to know that 

equently some of the subordinate em- 
ployes receive larger remuneration than 
the man in whose hands rests the main 
responsibility for running a business. 
The men who usually make the most 
money in the very large firms are not 
the superintendent and his chief as- 
sistants, but the buyers of departments. 

‘“‘The nominal salary of a buyer in 
this house is much less than that of the 
superintendent, but the superintend- 
ent’s salary, with the exception of a 
New Year’s present from the firm, is 
“practically the extent of his income. 
The buyer’s salary, on the contrary, is 
usually the least part of his earnings. 
The responsibility of a buyer ends with 
his purchasing for his department all 
that the trade could possibly demand 
of the quality desired by the customer, 
and at a price which will allow the firm 
a good profit while making the article 
cheap for the purchaser. If, moreover, 
he can undersell some other firm he is 
pleasing his firm immensely, and is 
sure to get a substantial check as a 
New-Year’s offering. 

‘In addition to this the jobbing firms 
which sell to the retailers must compete 
with each other to secure the favor of 
the buyer. To illustrate: The buyer in 
our china department receives a salary 
of $3,000 a year, and he annually can ex- 
pect from the firm a present of $1,000. I 
have not the slightest doubt that he 
gets fully as much, if not more, in 
presents from the firm from whom he 
buys. Dishonest? Well, perhaps so, 
strictly speaking, but the fact is that 
the custom, alchough not openly ad- 
mitted, is very general. The firm 
knows it, but, asI have already said, 
their interest in the matter ends when 
the buyer secures the right kind of 
stock at the right price. ‘The way in 
which the jobbing firms give those pres- 
ents makes it next to impossible to get 
direct evidence, even if the firm so de- 
sired, — 


“It might be said that if they did not 
haye to make these gifts they could af- 
ford to sell their goods for less money, 
and thus increase the profits of the re- 
tail firm; but the fact is that, after all, 
considering the immense sales, the 
money given in this way by any one 
firm would not materially affect the 


| prices if they were turned in to our ac-

count. The very fact that the custom

| know it is an answer to most objections. 


Ihave even known of cases where the

BOULDERS. 


ERRATIC 


Some of the Wonderful Features of the 
Famous Mohegan Kock. 

During the past summer and fall Prof. 
Henry Beals, a fellow of the Roya) 
Society of London, has been visiting th« 
New England coast, making a study of 
the erratic boulders so common through- 
out that and other sections of the United 
States. His special search has been for 
‘rocking stones,” but a very few of 
which are known to exist, that is, com- 
paratively speaking. During his trav- 
els the aid rendered by local geologists 
and scientific societies was greatly ap- 
preciated by the English scientist. 

All geologists, whether of local, State 
or National reputation, worked in con- 
junction with the professor, seeking to 
establish beyond a doubt the theory 
that these great rocks and curiously- 
balanced stones, which in many in- 
stances weigh hundreds of tons, were 
carried on floating icebergs during that 
mythical era known to geologists as ‘‘the 
glacial period.” 

Of the ‘‘rocking stones” Beal discov- 
ered but one new example in addition to 
those already known. This was at 
Noank, Conn., on the farm of Caleb 
Haley, a New York fish dealer. This 
rocking wonder is estimated by the dis- 
coverer to weigh twenty-five tons, and 
has a rocking scope of only six inches, 
allowing it to be readily moved by the 
muscular exertions of one arm and hand. 
Only one other ‘“‘rocking stone” is known 
in New England, that at Lanesboro, 
Mass. Mr. Beal took a photograph of 
Mohegan rock, also known as Shehegan, 
in the town of Montville. The name, 
Mohegan rock, was applied by the early 
settlers, because it was used by the 
Indian tribe of that name as a fortress 
and as a@ watch-tower and sentinel rock. 
Late writers describe it as being the 
largest specimen of the erratic boulder 
rought down by the ice flow, now 
known to, exist in this or any other 
country. Itis forty-five feet high and 
seventy feet long, and is calculated by 
scientists to weigh at least ten thousand 
tons; it is wonderful to think of the im- 
mense’ size of an ice flow which was 
able to move under this enormous load. 
It is evidenced by the large flakes of 
stone that have been clipped from its 
sides by the insinuating frosts, that it. 
must have laid in its present position 
for thousands of years.—St. Louis Re- 
public. pe
